CONTRARY TO LAW 


A fact not  getierelly known 
in connection with the use of 
the well known device of the 
Red Cross is that under the 
Geneva Convention Act passed 
in 1911 by the Imperial parlia- 


ment it is unlawful for any per- | 


son to use for the purpose 


purpose whatever, without the 


authority of the militia council | 


of Canada, the heraldic emblem 
of the Red Cross on the white 
ground formed by reversing the 
federal colors of Switzerland :

Nearly a Milllon Passengers Defraud- || 
ed Government ina Year 
The statistical report of the State 
eg of Russia ji published 
we by an amusing y of figures 
that for some people, at least {i costs 
little indeed to travel by rail in Rus- 
fit. Among the disinissals and pun- 
shments Infiicted in tho course of a 
year, 816 guards ‘and 133 subordinates 
dismissed, and 6,576 guards and 10,- 
473 others fined, are all catalogued as 
having helped wayfarers along without 
cufficient regard for the law, which 
decrees that journoys by railway in 
Russia shall be paid for. , 
But. these odd 20,000 punishments 
can scarcely be sald to meet the 
needs of the -ase, as in the course of 
a year nearly a million passensers de- 
frauded the State Railways _ manage- 
ment, The exact number fs 904,118. 
Altogether as much as $550,000 was 
found to be due for fares unpaid. 
Nearly -half the money was paid at 
once, a quarter was: paid later of free 
will, and for. the payment of the rest 
the authorities were compelléd to go 
to law, ‘

The First Piano

Warmth for the Chickens 

Care shculd be taken to see that 
th) chickens are neither too warm nor 
too cold. If they open their wings 
they are too warm. If they crowd 
together and cheep long and loud 
they are cold and hungry. When 
they scatter and seem to enjoy their 
quarters they are warm, enough. 

The temperature should be regulat- 
ed to suit the weather conditions, 
The brooder should never be placed 
where it is expcsed to draughts of 
cold or warm al.. Such conditions 
cause too much variation in tempera- 
ture. As the chicks get older and 
have more bodily heat of thelr own 
the temperature of the brooder must 
gradually be lowered—about helf a de- 
gree daily during the first two weeks 
depending of course upon the strength 
of the chicks.

RICH IN FOSSILS 


One Animal of Bygone Ages Had Two 
Thousand Teeth, Another a 
Beven Foot Skull 


The richest country in the world 
fs the manner in which Charles H. 
Bternberg, an explorer engaged by the 
Canadian government, described wes- 
tern Canada when he arrived in Ot- 


tawa with over 20,000 pounds of fos- | 


sils for the Victoria Memorial mu- 
seum, which included perfect skele- 
tons of two of the most wonderful 
and extraordinary animals ever un- 
earthed. One of the skeletons named 
by Sternberg a duck gill dinosaur, 
weighed over 6,000 pounds and was 35 
feet in length. This animal, Mr. Stern- 
berg explained, lived 3,000,000 years 
ago, which makes the discovery of the 
skeleton in perfect order all the more 
wonderful. 
covered, known as 


the triceratops 


(three horn trace), had a skull seven | 


feet in length with horns over each 
eye, and one at the end of the nose. 
In describing another specimen of the 
dinosaur, found not very far from the 
first one, Mr. Sternberg said that 
he had enough material to complete 
a mount 40 feet in length. The front 
part of the mouth of the dinosaur was 
expanded Into a duck bill, and covered 
with a horn. The teeth, 2,000 in num- 
ber, were arranged in magazine form, 
and meade a decidedly interesting 
study. 

Mr. Sternberg was enthusiastic in 
hie praise of Alberta and declared that 
in all his 40 yeare of exploration he 
had not lived in a richer country, nor 
had he ever made a bigger collection 
of fossils in the same length of time.

tant Injuries 


The foet of foals frequently need | 
leveling to preveit an abnormal devel 
opment of the legs as a result of un 
equal wear of the hoofs, Many foals 
stand badly at first, and if they are 
slow in gaining a correct position of 
the legs the hoofs may become worn 
in euch a way as to prevent a proper 
standing position or a straight form 
of action. 

Leveling the feet acts both as pre 
vention and cure. It prevents a break- 
age, or other cause of rapid wearing | 
away of any part of the hoof from 
throwing the weight on the wrong 
part of the joints. Even if the foal is 
born with a natural tendency to stand 
wrong, as with the feet too wide apart 
or too close together or pigeon-toed, 
auch a tendency may be gradually cor 
rected In a large part by keeping the 
feet level. A colt that stande pigeon 
toed, for example, wears off the out 
side wall of the hoof faster than the 
| Inside, and the more that condition de- 
| velops the worse the tendency to 

stand wrong becomes. By raeping off 

the inner wall to correspond with or 
| even slightly to exceed the wear of the 
‘other side, the foot will be thrown 
more nearly into line as it strikes the 
ground, While the leg bones and

When his successor and 
preesnt owner (an Englishman by the | 
way) took the farm we were.all very 
interested in knowing how he would 
inake out in the struggle for existence 
with the weeds. 

His first grain crop could not be 
seen for mustard. This crop was not 
allowed to ripen, but was cut when 
green, and with careful curing made 
very fair winter feed. The land was 
plowed immediately, and, in the cours: 
of a week or so, Was green again with 
a fine growth of mustard, thisties and 
many other weeds. When these were 
well started de disced the land thor 
ougly and let stayd for a couple of 
weeks. The next growth of weeds 
was plowed under. He followed this 
up with alternaté discing and plow 
ing as long as the weeds continued to 
| grow. By following this method com- 
bined with a rotation which contained 
a large amount of corn and roots, he 
has his farm practically clear of 
weeds, 

Nor was the freeing of the farm 
from weeds the only benefit derived 
| from this system of cultivation. The 
| land was put in splendid shape for 
next year’s crop. ‘The large amount 
of cultivation and aeration made 
available a large supply of plant food. 
The large amount of vegetable mat 
ter in the form of weeds turned un- 
der, greatly increased the supply of 
humus in the soil with all its atten- 
dant benefits. Farmers who are car- 
rying on what seems like a hopeless 
struggle with weeds, would do well to 
follow the example of our English 
neighbor and do more fall cultivation 
combined with a large acreage of hoed 
crops. 


THE MANURE HEAP 


Never Allow Yourself to be Tempted 
to Dispose of It 


So far as manure is-concerned you 
should make it your business to keep 
your small holding self-supporting so 
far as possible. In these days of me- 
chanical traction dung is becoming in- 
creasingly scarce, and though artifi- 
clals are more used than ever, there 
will always be a demand for the inval- 
uable farmyard refuse, which contains 
the nutritious properties for soil in 
such well-balaficed quantities. 

Still, though manure is such an im- 
portant commodity, there is no need 
for it to intrude, and your stack may 
well be made up at some convenient | 
point well away from the bouse.

Wood-rot, in all its forms, is due to 
the action of fungi working under sult- 
able air and moisture conditions, In 
fence posts these conditions are most 
favorable at or near the surface of the 
ground and hence it is there that de- 
cay first starts. Some woods, like 
the cedar and tamarack, are more 
resistant t> fungus attack and may 
last, as fence posts, from eight to 
ten years. Unfortunately however, 
the supply of these woods has grown 
very scarce and the farmer is faced 
with the alternative of Importing dur- 
able material at a high price or of ap- 
plying preservatives to the common 
non-durable woods which grow in his 
own wood lot. As the latter alter. 
native is not only cheaper, but also 
much more effective, it is of consider 
able economic interest to the farmer 
to know how these wood-preserva- 
tives are applied. 

Creosote, a dead ofl of coal tar, is 
perhaps the best preservative for this 
purpose, as {t does not dissolve out of 
| the treated wood, when in contact 
with moist earth It costes from 
eight to fifteen cents per gallon, 

There are two methods of gn bon | 
| the creosote but before either metho 
|can be applied !t is necessary to have 
the posts well seasoned if the best re- 
sults are desired. This seasoning is 
best accomplished by peeling the bark 
from the posts and then stacking them 
in loose piles In the open air for sev- 
/eral months, so the amount of water 
lin the wood may be reduced to the 
smallest per cent. possible. 

The Brush Method consists {n ap- 
| plying the creosote like a coat of 
|} paint to the lower portion of the post, 
up to a point six inches above the 
ground line, the creosote being first 
heated to one hundred and eighty de 
|grees Fahrenheit. Two or more 
lcoats may be applied time being al-| 
|lowed between each application for

split or checked. The creosote is 
heated to boiling point in a metal 
tank and if such is not available, a 


made by boring two holes, about two 
feet apart, in the lower half of one of 
the staves of a water-tight barrel and 
screwing into these holes two pieces 
of iron piping thre. to four feet long 
which are connected by a shorter ver- 
tical pipe with two elbow-joints, thus 
forming a complete circuit somewhat 
resembling the handle of a mug 

The barrel is then filled with enough 
creosote to cover both upper and low- 
er pipe holes and a fire Is indled un- 
der the lower horizontal oe which 
heats the creosote in the pipes and 
creates a circulation which continues 
until all the creosote with the barrel 
is at boiling-point. The posts are 
then placed in this boiling liquid for} 
about five hours after which they are 
immediately transferred to another 
barrel of creosote, or else the fire is 
put out and they are allowed to re- 
main in the tank until the creosote 
becomes thoroughly cooled. 

In this process the ;reliminary heat- 
ing drives some of the contained air 
out of each wood-pore, and when the 
posts are allowed to cool in the creo- 
sote, a partial vacuum is then created 


sote into every fibre. Poplar posts, 
which ordinarily last but three to four 
years, after the above treatment will 
last twenty years and the same ap- 
plies to all other tree species in Can- 
ada.

To mend a rubber bag first inflate 
with air and then fasten the cork se- 
curely. Now take a rubber band, melt 
it over a flame and apply while plastic 
to the torn place. A small bole may 
be covered in this manner. If you 
have a small piece of thin sheet rubber 
heat this also and paste over the gum 
while it fs still hot. Adhesive plaster 
will also mend it neatly. There is also 
a rivet which is used for mending pur- 
poses, It bas a fiat head on one side, 
and the stem is threaded to secure a 
bur on the opposite side. 

To mend rubber goods which are not 

subject to extreme heat melt gum tis- 
sue in chloroform. Apply one piece 
and when that bardens place a second 
and then a third layer, allowing each 
to dry thoroughly before applying the 
other, This makes a thin patch which 
is durable. 
* Do not throw the wornout bot water 
bag away, but cut it in round or oval 
pieces and use as mats to put under 
your flowerpots. 

In the absence of a bot water bottle 
or bag a common flannel bag, made in 
a convenient size, with a drawstring, 
will serve in ordinary ailments such as 
toothache, earache and other minor 
pains. Fill with hot sand or salt. It 
is safer than a cheap rubber bottle, 
just as efficacious and much handier 
to use. Keep a half dozen on band. 

A hot plate wrapped in paper and a 
soft towel will retain beat until the 
proper articles can be secured. Old 
magazines heated in the oven make a 
good substitute for a hot water bottle. 
They bold the heat nearly as long and 
can be used under the back, where a 
hot water bottle would not lie well.

IS IT “LAZY MAN’S WAY?” 


Use of Commercial Fertilizers Discuss- 
ed For and Against. 

Mr, Fullerton, who, with his wife, is 
the “head and front” of the Long Is- 
land experiment farms, discourses as 
follows on the use, or, rather, abuse, of 
commercial fertilizers. In answer to 
the question, “Aren't you ever going to 


use fertilizer, Mr. Fullerton?’ be sald:. 


“Bless your souls, yes. Didn't I use 
fertilizer when I plowed tbat rye un- 
der? Next fall I am going to put on 
about ten tons to the acre of manure 
again, and I am going to turn under 
crimson clover, vetch and rye on every 
square foot I can get planted. 

“Then I shall use lime for a sweeten- 
er, for we now can afford the lime a 
little time to work. Next summer when 
I am putting in a second and third 
crop on the same ground I shall prob- 
ably use blood and bone meal. 

“Don't misunderstand me. I think 
chemical fertilizers are bully for old, 
wornout land, but it would be like ‘car- 
rying coals to Newcastle’ to put them 
on virgin soil. 

“The craze for chemical fertilizer has 
gone too far. There are places where 
they have put it on so heavy (with the 
theory that if one ton is good two tons 
will be better) that they have chemical 
laboratories, not farms. All chemical 
fertilizing is ‘lazy man’s way.’ He 
claims he will not have weeds, so will 
save cultivation. Weeds are the farm- 
er’s best friends. They force him to 
cultivate, and lack of cultivation is the 
crime of modern farming. If they'll 
pile some old manure on tbat ground 
now and go liberate through decompo- 
sition the various component parts of 
the chemical fertilizers they will bave 
farms again.” 


SMOKING OUT THE BUGS. 


Fumigation a Good Way of Getting Rid 
of Henhouse Pests. 

Fumigation is a means of reaching 
germs and insect life in the air of the 
room and in the cracks and crannies 
of the woodwork, says the American 
Cultivator. The house or room should 
be tightly closed and all fowls exclud- 
ed during fumigation. 

A simple method is to burn the sul- 
phur candles now sold at stores deal- 
ing in poultry supplies. The fumes of 
brimstone may also be produced by 
burning in a metallic basin (such as 
an old iron kettle) a number of rags 
previously soaked in melted sulphur. 

Sulphur may be mixed witb a little 
alcohol or kerosene oil and burned, or 
it may be sprinkled upon live coals 
placed in a chafing dish. The house 
or room should be kept cloSed for sev- 
eral hours and then opened as thor- 
oughly as possible to allow the wind 
to drive out any remaining trace of 
poisonous gas. 

In fumigating by burning substances 
be careful not to set fire to the build- 
ing. Remember also tbat in most 
cases the substances which are nsed 
fre poisonous to buman life and to 
fowls. Carelessness in their use or in 
leaving them about where chick or 
child can get at them may‘ have dire 
results. ‘ ‘ 


How to Preserve Eggs, 

Dip fresh eggs, one at a time, in bot 
melted paraffin, enough to cover the 
egg. Take ont immediately with wire 
tongs made for that purpose of baling 
wire, let paraffin barden and dip quick- 
ly again, reversing egg. Let cool. 
Wrap each egg separately in wared or 
paraffin paper. Wrap carefully, so as 
not to scratch or break the coating. 
Pack cold in tin fruit cans and seal 
with paraffin, which excludes the air, 
Eggs, so canned air tight will keep sev- 
eral months, the paraffin having clused 
the pores in the shell, Keep in a cool 
place and jabel can, “Handle with 
care,”—Farm and lireside. 


Handy Barn Door Latch. 

Every farmer or borseman knows 
how provoking it is to own a horse 
that will unlateb a stable door by slid- 
ing or lifting the latch with bis teeth 
or nose. ‘The accompanying sketch 
from Popular Mechanics shows a latch 
fastener that will baffle the efforts of

any horse to open the dor. The lateb 
cannot be pusbed back until tbe bar 
is raised, thus requiring two move 
ments at the same time to open the 
door, ‘he latch can be drawn from 
the outside by using the old style latch 
string to lift the bar and a knob in a 
slot to move the latch.

Honey and Junket. 
Honey Gingerbrend.—Put into a ba- 
sin a cupful of honey and half a cupful 


of butter and melt it before the fire 
without stirring. Put into an enam- 
eled saucepan with half a cupful of 
sour milk (not buttermilk), two eggs 
beaten separately and half a teaspoon- 
ful each of ginger and cinnamon. Mix 
well together till thick, Pour into a 
greased square tin and bake sharply. 

Hovey Trife.—Heat together balf a 
cupful of milk and half a cupful of 
honey. Cut into cubes two sponge 
enkes and dip into the mixture; then 
pile into a dish. Make a custard with 
two eggs, half a pint of milk and a 
cupful of honey Pour the custard 
over the cukes, decorate witb preserved 
fruit as preferred and serve either bot 
or cold 

Honey Mousse.—Beat separately the 
yolks of two eggs and mix with a cup 
ful of honey. Heat gently over gas un- 
til the mixture is thick. Do not boil. 
Let it cool; then stir in the whipped 
whites of two eggs. Add half a pint of 
Whipped cream and mix carefully, Put 
into u mold and set on ice to freeze. 

Honey ludge.—Boil together a cup- 
ful each of sugar and milk until it 
forms a soft ball if tested in cold 
water. Add a cupful of honey and boil 
until the mixture can be tested as be 
fore. ‘fhen add a nut of butter and a 
tublespoonfin! of vinegar. Mix all to- 
gether and pour into shallow tins to 
cool, 

Quite a variety of appetizing yet most 
nourishing dishes can be evolved with 
the aid of junket tablets 

Chocolate Junket.—Dissolve half a 
cupful of sugar in a quart of Jukewarm 
milk. Melt two squares of chocolate, 
add half a cupful of warm milk and 
bring to the boil. Remove from the fire 
immediately and add remainder of the 
milk, quarter teaspoonful of vanilla 
and one dissolved junket tablet. Stir 
well and pour into small fancy cups to 
set. Now take half a cupful of thick 
cream, add a few spoonfuls of sweet- 
ened milk and beat till quite stiff. 
Beat the white of one egg till you can 
cut it and add slowly to the beaten 
cream. Pour the cream mixture over 
the junket just before serving and dec- 
orate with crystallized cherries. 

Junket With Coffee Flavor.—Pour 
half a pint of boiling water over two 
ounces of coffee. Take a quart of milk 
sweetened to taste; add the clear boil- 
ing coffee, which should make it luze- 
warm. Add one junket tablet, stir well 
and pour into a glass dish. Serve with 
whipped cream on the top. 

Cocoanut Junket.—Sometimes a little 
junket fs left over and Is usually wast- 
ed. Here is a nice way of using ft: 
One cupful of cocoanut, one cupful of 
curd from which the whey has been 
poured, one cupful of cream, two yolks 
of eggs and one cupful of sugar. Place 
all in a saucepan on the fire and stir 
till thick; then pourinto a buttered ple 
dish and bake slowly for ten minutes.

Fruit Sandwiches. 

Fruit sandwiches are more generally 
used than they used to be and are so 
delicious that they ought to form a 
part of every sandwich repast. They 
satisfy a natural craving for sweets 
and are more wholesome and more 
easily made than cakes or candies. 

Dates can be made into many savory 
pastes for sandwich filliug. Make the 
foundation by stoning the dates’ and 
running them through the meat chop- 
per. To a pound of this paste add the 
juice of an orange and the pulp that 
squeezes out with ft, rub it smooth 
and spread between buttered bread. 
To a half cupful of dates add a quar- 
ter cupful of chopped English walnut 


meats and a teaspoonful of lemon

VILLAGE BY-LAWS 


Take Novick that the following By- 
laws have been passed by the Council 
of the Village of Mirror, which pro- 
vides as follows : 

1. No riding or driving on or over 
side-walks, except at the crossings, 
under a penalty of not less than $5.00, 
nor more than $100, and costs of pro- 
secution. 

2. Chimneys of brick or other non- 
combustible material must be con- 
structed on all buildings where a stove 
is used; no stove pipe must pass thr- 
ough more than one ceiling or parti- 
tion before entering a chimney, under 
a penal y of $10, for each offence, and 
a further sum of $2 for each week the 
same shall remain after notice has 
been given by inspector; the same to 
altered or in place before September 
Ist, 1013, 

8. All privy pits must be filled in and 
Privies provided with water tight 
boxes before Septamber Ist, 1913, 

4, All premises must be kept clean 
of all inflammable material of every 
description, All{ buildings occupied 
must be provided with a ladder long 
enough to reach the roof and also one 
to reach the chimbey, and must be ac

i. A Livery Licénse of #10 for livery 
only; & Dray SLieense of $25 permits
